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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 28-42, 52-54, drawn to reconstructing internal structures based on time- 
dependent optical 3-dimensional images of the surface part of a body. 

Group II, claim(s) 43-46, 55-57 drawn to determining anatomical landmarks and shapes 
in time-dependent images of the surface part of a body. 

Group III, claim(s) 47-51, 58-63 drawn to constructing a time-dependent 3-dimensional 
biomechanical model of a musculo-skeletal structure from time-dependent anatomical surface 
information. 

The contributions of the three inventions over the prior art lie in reconstructing the 
internal structures, determining anatomical landmarks and shapes, and constructing a time- 
dependent 3-dimensional biomechanical model, respectively. As such, there is no relationship 
among the three above-referenced inventions involving the same or corresponding special 
technical features, as required by PCT Rule 13.2. Therefore, the three inventions are not linked 
as to form a single general inventive concept according to PCT Rule 13.1.
